ISLANDS, 
, Volcanic Disturbance Under the 
Sea. 
Further partioulars of the voleanic emp” 


‘thon in Vorijima sre published in the 
Japaucee prese, Accordingtse the report 
of tho anaster of t 
steamer on her outward voyage called ut 
the island on the Zth inst,, snd after landing 


some thirty coolies and visitors, and some 
cargo, the vessel: went on her course. At 


that tne there was’ ne sign whatever to 
give warning of the coming eruption. 
The Aisekamarn, a sailing vessel, passed 
the ialind about 10 a.m. on the 10th inst. 
when a volume of black smoke was seen 
rising up from the sea south of the island, 
Land a sound like the report of a gan was 
hoard at intervals of from thres to five 
minutes. The vessel, hawever, proceeded 
on her course without taking the trouble 
ta call at tho island, not believing the in- 
habitants were in any-danger, On the 
arrival of the vessel at mother of the Bonin 
Taland group the nows of tha smoke secon 
and detonations heard was reported Lo the 
authorities, and tho Utugamarn was im- 
mediately dispatched to’ Torijima. It was 
about (0am. on the 16th inst. that the 
Afiogo-mern approached the island, and it 
was observed that a laree volamo of dilack 
smnoke was rising from the sea nbout a nilo 
ty the south-west. The huge volumes of 
smoke were tossid ap toa height of over 
six hundred feet, but then would suddenly 
collapse und fall in white spray into the 
seu, This ocsurred once in every four or 
_five minutes, the sea being agitated tothe 
extent of about 4 thousand feet square, 

Blowing hor hooter, the BWroy-amare 
approached to within about a milo of the 
island, nnd saw thatthe black smoke rose 
frum the contre of the island, and that sand 
was being emitted. Ne trace was seen of 
uny inhabitants, The shape of the island 
appeared to have entirely changed, only 
about one-tenth remsining in its former 
shape, ns fur as could be judged. Ono 
part still showed traces of vegotation, but 
the remaindec appeared ta he covered with 
sand. , 

As hefore stated, there were about a 
hundred and sity persons on the island, 
who resided at the base of u hill facing the 
sen front, The houses were situated at 
the foot of the hil, and the fate -of those 
who occupied them is unknown, * 

The commencement ef tho eruption is 
uncertain, hutabout 10 aan. on cho Oth 
inst. the Atsuko waurn noticed many dead 
fish touting about four miles away. | From 
thix it may be inferred that the eruption 
from the sea bottom commenced on the 
afternoon of the 9th mat, 

A Japanese paper states that Torijina 
is al eniled Mikojina, and is named, 
Donafijin Tdland an charts, Its centre 
lies in 40 28° 26"'N, latitude and 140° 
AY 2" E, longitude, 170 miles south-by- 
cast from Lfachijo. Island. Tn 1887 ‘it 
was leased ta Mr Tmuaki, “who carried on 
the business of guano-sathering there. 
{t is very stnall, and. is-without springs, 
the inhnbitants depending for water on 
the supply provided by rain. ‘Tho island 
is within tho zone of the Fuji voleanic 
region. which includes the seven istands of 
Tau proviuee, Aogashima, Smith Hey; 
snd the three Iwo (Sulphur), Istands,  ex- 
ending asfaras the Marianne sroup. All the 
islands in the viewnity of Toritima have old 
craters upon them, though the Bonin Is- 
lands are generally free from voleanic movo- 
ments:-- It is believed there are a number 
vf voleanic outlets in the sea theredbouts, 
Jne a few miles north-west of Iwo Island 
was active until Decomber 1889, since when 
‘eruptions have entirely ceased. ‘Torijima 
is believed to bo an extinct volcano. Its 
highest point rises 1,176 feet xbove the 
level of the sea, and there-are twa old 
craters at the top, but since the island was 
liseavered by the Japanese no eruption has 
neen recorded, —Kobe Chioniel

What isa Prime Minister’? Most of us ! 


have some idea of the position of the first 
stateyman in England, but the délinitian of 


aman who has held the oltice has a peculiar 
interest. ‘The Prime Minister, ‘s Lord 
Rosebory, the youngest Premive ef env 
time, ‘ix technically and practically the 
chairman of an executive Committee of the 
Privy Council, or rather, perhaps, of Privy 
Councillors, the influential foreman of an 
executive jury. His power is mainiy 
personal, the power of individual indluczce, 
whatever it, may be, he has to esert 
many directions before he ean haye his way, 
He has to deal with the Sovereign, with the 
Cabinet, with Parliament, and with public 
opinion, all of them potent factors in their 
various kinds and degrees. To the popular 
eye, however, heedless of these restrictions 
he represonts universal power ; he is spoken 
ofas if he had only to lay down his views 
of policy and adhere to them, That is very 
far from being the case.”
